This is the Notification of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief based on an order returning the undocketed appeal to the examiner 
from Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences dated 8/3/07. 

The Appeal Brief filed on April 29, 2004 is defective for failure to comply with one or more provisions of 37 CFR 1 . 192 {c} 
since the following required headings including {5}, {6} and {8} are defective (see MPEP 1206, Eighth Ed., Rev. 1, Feb. 2003). The 
Code of Regulations 1.192 states: 

(a) Appellant must, within two months from the date of the notice of appeal under § 1 .191 or within the time allowed for reply to the 
action from which the appeal was taken .... 

(c) The brief shall contain the following items under appropriate headings and in the order indicated below .... 

(5) Summary of Invention. A concise explanation of the invention defined in the claims involved in the appeal, which shall refer to the 
specification by page and line number, and to the drawings, if any, by reference characters. 

(6) Issues. A concise statement of the issues presented for review. 

(8) Argument. The contentions of appellant with respect to each of the issues present for review in paragraph {c} {6} of this section, 
and the basis therefor, with citations of the authorities, statutes, and parts of the record relied on. Each rejection on appeal should be 
argued separately. For Example, the Final Rejection mailed August 26, 2003, identified five (5) Separate 35 USC 103 rejections; 
therefore, Appeallant should separately argue each rejection. It should be noted that the rejection to Claims 22 and 25 were not 
addressed in the Appeal Brief. 
Section 37 CFR § 1.192(d) states: 

(d) If a brief is filed which does not comply with all the requirements of paragraph (c) of this section, appellant will be notified of the 
reasons for non-compliance and provided with a period of one month within which to file an amended brief. If appellant does not file 
an amended brief during the one month period, or files an amended brief which does not overcome all the reasons for non-compliance 
stated in the notification, the appeal will stand dismissed. 

A Supplemental Appeal Brief which corrects §1.192(c)(5)-(6) & (8) is required. 

To avoid dismissal of the appeal, Appellant must file an amended brief comply with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.192 {c} or 
other appropriate correction within ONE MONTH or THIRTY DAYS, whichever is longer, from the mailing of this communication. 
Extensions of time may be granted under 37 CFR 1 . 1 36.
